ttie maan features provide for the pay- 
ment of a cash bonus to those whose

very urgent present need for funds, 
will not faro so well. They will be 
obliged to negotiate loans on their 
certificate, tor which they must pay 
interest. Moreover, the amount real- 
ized on tho loan will be not more than 
lialj the face value of the certificate. 
Thus the readily availaiblo cash will 
be very much less loan tho needs of 
many veterans will require. 


If those who discount their certifi- 


cates can meet interest payments atrd 
repay their loan when due, they, will 
h«vc their certificate restored to their 
possession and, 1C they hoJd it until 
maturity, they will be on tho same
